Nixon was being petty, but 
anyone who knows the pleasures 
of a great wine like Chateau 
Margaux can appreciate why 
the former President wouldn't 
want to waste it on the people he 
invited aboard the Sequoia 
I have always felt the sam e 
way 
about 
my 
good 
wine. 
Several years ago 1 was given as 
a 
gift 
by 
Baron 
Philippe 
Rothschild a case of Chateau 
Mouton Rothschild 1965 
The 
nectar at that time sold for 
about $40 a bottle. (The rule of 
my newspaper syndicate is that 
I cannot accept any gift that I 
can’t eat or drink in 24 hours 
Since I figured I could drink a 
case of wine in 24 hours if I 
really tried. I never bothered to 
return it.) 
But I didn’t drink it. 1 stashed 
it away in the cellar, carefully 
placing each bottle on its side 
with the labels face up so I could 
go down at night and stare at my 
treasure 
The trouble with owning a 
case of rare wine is that you 
don t know anybody worthy of 
serving it to. 
Every tune someone cam e to 
the house for dinner I would 
greet 
him at the door and 
mentally say to myself, “This 
bum wouldn't know a Chateau 
Mouton Rothschild from a bottle 
of Manischewitz " 
As the years went by my wine

valuable,

harder to open My biggest fear 
was that if I served a bottle of it 
and my guests made no com ­ 
ment 1 would go berserk and 
scream at them, “ Do you dam n 
fools realize you're drinking an 
$90 bottle of wine?''

It's been three years, but 1 still 
haven't gotten over it.

But even some capitalists are 
having their doubts 
Fletcher 
Byrom, chairm an of the Hop­ 
pers Company, recently told a 
Bicentennial 
symposium 
in 
Leesburg, Va , that the system 
we have is “ going down the 
drain" and that his company 
operates on the theory that free 
enterprise may not survive in 
the United States more than five 
more years 
Byrom is led to this dire 
forecast, to be sure, not because 
of any belief that capitalism 
carries within itself the seeds of 
its own doom, as the M arxists 
preach, but because in relying 
m ore and more on government 
to create m aterial abundance 
and to decide what is to be 
produced and for whom, we are 
destroying the free enterprise 
system 
Be all this as it may, the en 
couraging fact rem ains that free 
enterprise is still very much an 
American tradition 
It's said that 90 per cent of all 
American companies employ 
fewer than 100 persons Each 
year, about 400,000 am ericans 
start new companies 
They also have a high failure 
rate, unfortunately In fact, fully 
two-thirds of all enterprises 
launched each year are wiped 
out by the fifth year 
With the casualty toll among 
e n trep en eu rs 
and 
sm all 
businessmen so high, what is it 
that impels so many individuals 
to lake control of their own lives, 
to trade the fam iliar and secure 
for the unknown—to take tlj* big 


chance? 
A leading authority on the 
subject, Prof. Albert Shapero of 
the 
U n iv ersity 
of 
T exas 
G raduate School of Business, 
writes 
that 
“ one 
important 
personality characteristic of the 
entrepeneur is the degree to 
which he feels he can affect the 
world around him...A related 
c h a ra c te ris tic 
of 
the 
e n ­ 
trepeneur is a need for in­ 
dependence." 
In 
studies 
conducted 
by 
Shapero, people who had form ed 
companies were asked what it 
would take to get them to be a 
m anager or employe in another 
company. Fifty-eight per cent 
said they would never consider 
working for someone else. When 
asked what they would do if they 
lost their companies, 72 per cent 
replied that they would prom ­ 
ptly start a new one 
According 
to Theodore G. 
Schad Jr., president of Lou Ana 
Foods, Inc., and himself an 
entrepeneur since 1971. “ en­ 


trepeneurs seem to fit a par­ 
ticular m old...are usually in­ 
dependent, 
ego-oriented 
and 
m aterially m otivated.” 
Most of the nation’s largest 
corporations exist today, 
he 
points out, because the Henry 
F ords, 
G eorge 
E astm a n s, 
Andrew Mellons and others had 
the sam e drives. 
He 
adds, 
in 
an 
echo 
of 
Byrom’s 
warning, 
that 
“ to 
survive in the next few years 
will 
be 
the 
e n tre p e n e u r’s 
severest challenge" and that if 
he does survive, by the end of 
this century he “ may be the 
saviour 
of 
the 
c o rp o ra te 
business world.” 
Both 
gentlem en 
m ay 
be 
overstating 
things, 
but 
one 
prediction does seem safe to 
m ake: W hatever the perils and 
problems facing the free en­ 
terprise system in America, if 
we ever lose—or kill—the spirit 
of entrepeneurship on which the 
country was built, then the 
M arxists will, indeed, write the

White House records show 
that 
then-President 
Richard 
Nixon expressed his personal 
concern about the leak to aide 
John Ehrlichm an One cryptic 
note indicates that the White 
House was worried about the 
“ E.L.R. 
implications,” 
ob­ 
viously 
m eaning 
Elliott 
L. 
Richardson, who was then in the 
Nixon cabinet. 
The 
Justice 
D epartm ent's 
refusal to lift the secrecy on this 
case comes at a tim e when 
Richardson is quietly seeking 
the vice presidential nomination 
on President F o rd 's ticket The 
R ic h a rd so n E lls b e rg 
le a k 
clearly won't help his chances 
But Justice insists the sup­ 
pression has nothing to do with 
politics. 
The evidence indicates that 
Richardson, working through an 
aide, used Ellsberg to leak a 
story 
helpful to Richardson 
This occurred a year before the 
controversial 
Ellsberg 
was 
identified as the source of the 
more famous Pentagon Papers 
leak Here are the details: 
On 
M arch 26, 
1970, 
the 
Washington Star published a 
story by its political reporter, 
Jam es Doyle, revealing dates 
and details from classified State 
Departm ent cables The story 
told 
in 
term s 
favorable 
to 
R ichardson, 
then 
U nder 
Secretary of State, how he was 
trying to free a prominent South 
V ietnam ese 
A ssem blym an 
nam ed Tran Ngoc Chau. 
President Nixon was reported 
to be apoplectic over the leak, 
an d the State Departm ent was 
ordered to search for the source 


The leak was traced to Charles 
M 
Cooke, 
Sr., a form er Air 
Force m ajor, who had become 
Richardson’s most trusted aide 
No action was taken against 
Cooke, and the incident was 
forgotten until the Pentagon's 
chief investigator, W. Donald 
Stewart, a dogged ex-FBI agent, 
began to poke into the files 
He described his findings in a 
Dec. 1 ,1973, memo to the Senate 
W atergate Committee "D uring 
the course of a series of Jack 
Anderson leaks in February- 
May, 1971," he wrote, “ insearch 
for a suspect, 
I cam e across 
Cooke’s nam e ... He had ... 
access to such data which ap­ 
peared in Anderson’s colum n." 
Cooke was not, we should 
interject, 
the source of our 
stories 
But Stew art's memo 
continued: “ In pursuit of Cooke, 
I reviewed his State D epartm ent 
security file and learned that he 
had been identified as the person 
who allowed Daniel Ellsberg of 
the Rand Corporation to review 
highly 
classified 
information 
concerning 
a 
V ietnam ese 
named Tran Ngoc Chau.” 
This sam e information sub­ 
sequently 
turned up in 
the 
Washington Star story. * The 
release of this data was of such 
e m b a r r a s s m e n t," 
w ro te 
S tew art, 
" th a t 
then-U nder 
S e cretary 
of S tate 
E llio tt 
Richardson 
ordered 
an 
im ­ 
m ediate investigation " 
The State D epartm ent sleuths 
quickly nailed Richardson’s own 
aide, Charles Cooke, “ as the 
responsible person for allowing 
Ellsberg to review the file " 
Because no disciplinary action 
had been taken against Cooke 
for the security breach, Stew atrt 
himself went to the Justice 
Departm ent to discuss " the 
Cooke m atter "T his resulted in 
a Justice investigation 
Stewart later learned from the 
office 
of 
then Assistant Att- 
torney General Robert M ardian 
th at 
Cooke 
had 
been 
in ­ 
terviewed. “ He reported that 
E lliot 
R ichardson 
had 
in­ 
structed him to provide the data 
re Tan Ngoc Chau to Ellsberg,” 
reported Stewart. “ Richardson 
apparently desired a leak of this 
data to focus President Nixon's 
atten tio n 
on 
it, 
w hich 
(Richardson) had been unable 
to do." 
S tew art 
responded 
bv 
recommending to $ e Justice 


by others one would not or­ 
dinarily place in his camp. 
Even the New York Times, 
which is not exactly known as a 
champion of the conservative 
philosophy, has praised R eagan 
for initiating a national dialogue 
on an issue that very much 
needs discussion.

opportunity. 
Asked 
in

what would happen if a state did 
not assum e the social program s 
now so heavily underwritten by 
Washington,

anyone unhappy with the way 
his state is m anaged can “ vote 
with your feet...you can pack up 
andean m ove.” 
Sen. 
Hubert 
Humphrey of 
Minnesota, the once and quite 
possibly 
future 
Democratic 
p resid en tial 
nom inee, 
has 
jum ped on this rem ark, calling 
it "the most callous, brutal 
political statem ent I’ve heard in 
the 20th century.” 
One 
shot 
from 
the 
hip 
deserves another, perhaps, but 
certainly Reagan does himself 
no 
good 
by 
dropping 
ill- 
considered quips in response to 
questions that really demand 
thoughtful answers. 
Indeed, this question goes to 
the heart of his proposal. What 
WOULD 
happen 
if a 
state 
decided not to, or was unable to, 
assum e the obligations tran ­ 
sferred to it by the federal 
government? 
It is true, of course, that what 
we call the “ federal dollar" is 
only money that the federal 
government 
takes 
from 
the 
taxpayers of the several states; 
that there is a certain amount of 
w aste involved in shipping this 
money to Washington and back 
again, and that the richer states 
receive less in federal grants 
than they pay out in taxes 
But it is also true that the 
poorer states, and some not so 
poor, have benefitted greatly 
from this arrangem ent. New 
Hampshire, for example, which 
was probably the worst place 
Reagan could have broached his 
plan in, has one of the lightest 
state tax burdens. 
New Ham pshirites would not 
have to be "callous" to shrink 
'from imposing state sales and 
income taxes on themselves, 


which they are now happily 
without, 
notwithstanding 
the 
fact that their federal taxes 
presum ably would be reduced 
comm ensurately. 
As for “ voting with your feet,” 
this is already a source of the ills 
plaguing m any of our cities. A 
large part of the financial plight 
of New York City is attributed to 
its liberal w elfare system , which 
has been a m agnet drawing tens 
of thousands of people from 
other states. 
It is also debatable whether 
state governments are notably 
more efficient than the federal 
government, or more attuned to 
and responsive to the needs of 
their citizens. 
In many states there has long 
been a sort of undeclared war 
between the cities and rural- 
dominated 
legislatures. 
New 
York City, and the state it’s in, is 
again a prim e example. 
And even if the states were to 
prove 
w illing 
to 
continue 
program s shifted to them by the 
federal government, some of 
them simply do not have the 
resources to do so. 
There is much about R eagan’s 
plan, as well as his person and 
his philosophy, that appeals, 
especially in this Bicentennial 
year when we are reminded of 
the self-reliant qualities of our 
forebears. 
But this is, after all, one 
country, not the collection of 
sovereign, rival entities it was 
200 years ago in a far sim pler 
time—a 
country, 
moreover, 
whose federal government was 
established 
“ to promote the 
general welfare" of the people of 
all the states

should have to meet the sam e

Blame it on genetics, not the egg 


Former Canalou woman 
celebrates 85th birthday 


COLUMBIA — The egg is 
getting a bad break by being 
labeled a cholesterol culprit, 
claim some food experts. 
The fact is, you should be 
blaming your genes for your 
cholesterol problems, according 
to 
Dr. 
M argaret 
Flynn, 
professor of nutrition at the 
University 
of 
Missouri- 
Columbia Medical Center, and 
Dr. 
Raymond 
Reiser, 
distinguished professor of lipid 
biochemistry at Texas A&M 
University. 
Dr. Flynn just completed a 
study with 130 UMC male 
faculty 
selected 
from 
1,000 
participants in a cardiac risks 
experiment. Those selected had 
a history which showed their 
genetic 
ability 
to 
handle 
cholesterol 
In the study, one-half of the 
males were asked to eat one egg 
a day for three months. The 
other half were asked to eat no 
eggs Then, for the next three 
months, the situation was 


reversed. The men were asked 
to keep their life-styles and 
general diets the same as they 
had before the study (except for 
the eggs). 
Result: Egg or no egg made 
no difference in the average 
cholesterol level in these men 
who had a history of being able 
to handle cholesterol. 
Dr. 
Reiser conducted his 
research with rats, p ip and 
baboons. But he came to the 
same conclusion: Put the blame 
on genetics, not eggs or other 
high cholesterol foods. 
But the egg vs. cholesterol 
furor continues. .Some believe 
that 
the American 
Heart 
Association hurt egg con­ 
sumption with its claim that 


eating high cholesterol in eggs 
can contribute to heart disease. 
Others believe the food industry 
itself hurt the egg business by 
excessive advertizing of yolk- 
less 
egg 
products 
and 
c h o le ste ro l-fre e 
oleomargarines. 
Recent Gallup surveys have 
shown that about four of 10 
people believe there is a direct 
connection between eggs and 
heart disease and about two of 10 
avoid eating eggs for that 
reason. 
Some thought these problems 
would be solved when the egg 
had its day in court last sum­ 
mer. That was when the Federal 
Trade Commission said the 
National Egg Nutrition Com­ 


mission was out of line when 
they claimed that there is 
“absolutely no evidence linking 
cholesterol and heart disease.” 
The court ruled against 
NENC, claiming that they were 
wrong because they couldn’t 
prove an absolute. But it left the 
egg-cholesterol-heart 
disease 
issue up in the air. 
Dr. 
Flynn 
and 
Reiser, 
however, claim they are getting 
more support for their con­ 
tention; namely that your body, 
if programmed genetically by 
inheritance 
to 
do so, 
will 
manufacture 
cholesterol 
or 
degrade it properly. On the 
other hand, if you are not 
genetically susceptible, you can 
tolerate considerable amounts

JEFFERSON CITY — Suc­ 
cess of an effort to exempt food 
and medicine from sales tax 
would require a major state tax 
increase with little resulting 
benefit to low income persons, 
and it could also harm essential 
public services. 
That is a finding of an analysis 
by Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey of a proposal providing 
those exemptions which is being 
sought in an initiative petition 
campaign. 
The survey is a governmental 
research 
organization 
with 
offices in Jefferson City. It noted 
that circulators of the petitions 
have said that they have nearly 
enough signatures to place the 
proposal 
on 
the 
November 
general election ballot. 
The survey expressed concern 
that the proposal will have 
superficial 
attractiveness 
to 
those who do not realize its 
potential for damage to state 
and local revenues and needed 
governmental services. 
The proposal, the survey said, 
would freeze into the state 
constitution a drastic reduction 
in the yield of the sales tax. That 
tax is a major revenue source 
for education, welfare, health, 
corrections 
and 
other 
state 
services, as well as of 130 cities 
whose voters have approved 
local sales taxes. The local sales 
tax is also utilized for financing 
urban bus transportation and, in 
the Kansas City area, as a 
source of local financing for 
schools, the survey said. 
The exemptions would reduce 
the yield of the sales tax by $150 
million to $180 million in 1978 
when they would go into effect, 
the 
survey 
said 
Additional 
revenue would be lost, the 
survey said, as a result of the 
sales tax having to be collected 
on a complex item- by item 
basis, 
instead of the gross 
receipts basis on which it is now 
collected. 


The survey pointed out that no 
offsetting revenue is provided, 
and that the petition - cir­ 
culating group has conceded 
that its proposal is unsound for 
that reason. 
The survey noted that, even 
without the petition proposal, 
the state government faces a 
revenue problem. 
The survey said that, althoug 
the proposal purports to be in 
the 
interest of low income 
persons, it would be of little aid 
to them. The state levies a three- 
cent sales tax and most cities 
levying it, a one- cent tax. The 
three or four per cent food and 
drug cost abatement of this 
proposal can hardly be of much 
help to the truly needy, the 
survey said. 
It added that the cost of food 
and medicines for many low 
income persons are already paid 
for under state welfare and 
health 
care 
programs. 
For 
medicine alone, it said, the state 
expends 
approximately $15.5 
million a year for more than a 
quarter- 
million 
w elfare 
recipients. And, in recent years, 
it said, the food stamp program 
has provided substantial aid not 
only for welfare recipients but 
also many additional persons. 
The large loss of revenue from 
the food and medicine exem­ 
ption, the survey said, results 
from the fact that the benefit of 
the 
exemption 
would 
be 
received by many persons who 
did not need it. The dollar 
benefit, it said, would be greater 
to the affluent than to low in­ 
come persons 
Less than $1 of each $10 of the 
large cost of the proposal would 
benefit Missouri families found 
by the U.S. Census to be in the 
poverty range, the survey said. 
It is far more efficient to meet 
needs 
through 
assistance 
programs, the survey added 
A basic problem posed by the 
proposal, the survey said, is 


how, and if, the legislature 
would make up the lost revenue. 
Experience, it said, proves that 
enacting a major tax increase 
can be a difficult and painfully 
slow process. It recalled that a 
two- year effort was required to 
enact the income tax increase 
that took effect in 1971. 
Then, the survey said, only 
state revenue was sought. But 
now lost local revenue would 
have to be made up, too, the 
survey said, because 130 cities 
would lose a fifth to a fourth of 
their sales tax revenue.

routes,

reported, have been discussed 
for making up lost state and 
local revenue. It said both have 
major drawbacks. 
The petition proponents, it 
said, would remove part or all of 
the deductibility of federal in­ 
dividual and corporate income 
taxes from the state income tax. 
The survey described that ap­ 
proach as an attempt to sugar- 
coat a large and painful tax

An increased coiporate in­ 
come tax, the survey said, could 
not be dependedn upon for the 
same steady growth in revenue 
as the existing sales tax because 
corporate profits fluctuate. 
The survey noted that in­ 
creasing the state sales tax from 
three cents to four cents has also 
been put forward as a way to 
replace the lost revenue But 
that, the survey pointed out. 
would cause low income persons 
to pay more taxes on utility bills.

In the first phase of a contin­ 
uing research project at Swan 
Lake, Griffin mainly was seek­ 
ing the answers to three ques­ 
tions about Bald Eagles. Where 
did they come from? What do 
they eat? How do their migra­ 
tory 
movements 
fit 
in with 
those of waterfowl? 
Along with his search for evi­ 
dence on these points, Griffin 
enjoyed a unique and diverting 
experience when he was given 
the job of reintroducing two 
young eagles to their wild envi­ 
ronment. 
They were illegally shot down 
early last fall in the northern 
part of the United States, but 
luckily their injuries were con­ 
fined mostly to broken wings. 
They were treated at the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota veterinary 
clinic 
until they presumably 
were able to fly again. 
The question was whether 
they could return to their nor­ 
mal habitat and survive. 
Griffin met them at Kansas 
City 
when 
they were flown 
there in crates. He released 
them 
after driving them to 
Sumner, and from all his obser­ 
vations he concluded that they 
safely made the transition back 
to their wild state. 
The young birds had not yet 
developed the white head and 
tail plumage which marks the 
Bald 
Eagle. 
That 
does 
not 
come until four to six years of 
age. Griffin explained that the 
eagles aren’t really bald, but 
the white plumage on their 
heads makes them appear so. 
Griffin reached several tenta 
tive conclusions in his initial re­ 
search study, making weekly 
counts of eagles as he toured 
the waterfowl refuge on foot. 
The weekly census varied, 
but the high count of 66 in the 
middle of December coincided 
with one of the highest counts 
of waterfowl at Swan I^ake 
All the eagles chose roosting 
sites in four areas of the ref­ 
uge, and these were near the 
largest concentrations of water­ 
fowl 
Eagles 
are predators, 
and 
Griffin found that as long as 
there was an abundance of wa­ 


terfowl 
at 
Swan 
Lake 
the 
eagles subsisted mostly on dead 
geese and ducks. 
Seldom would an eagle attack 
and kill a goose unless it was 
weak and small. 
Around 
mid-January, when 
the waterfowl population de­ 
creased, the eagles began to 
feed on dead fish. Griffin said 
this was particularly true after 
the thaw in February. 
Many of the eagles had been 
color handed, and Griffin could 
identify them as being from 
nesting grounds in Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Manitoba and Sas­ 
katchewan. 
Griffin captured six of the 
eagles and fitted them with ra­ 
dio transmitters. One was the

When some of the others took 
off, Griffin tried to track them 
in an airplane.

To curb inner tensions, try 
the daily bath instead of pills. 
That suggestion comes from 
lovely Hisako "Chako” Naga- 
shima of Tokyo, who was ex­ 
plaining some of the factors 
that may contribute to the 
Japanese woman’s look of se­ 
renity 
In fact, Chako carries her 
own washcloth — a long narrow 
strip of toweling — about the 
world as she travels in her job. 
She will not even stay in a ho­ 
tel that doesn’t have bathtubs. 
“ I can't really understand 
why 90 per cent of my busy 
American friends prefer quick 
showers when the bath could 
help them relax,'' she says. "It 
should not be a hurry-up thing, 
though, like the shower. It 
should be a ritual of relaxation. 
"In Japan many people take 
community baths,” 
she ex­ 
plained. "The soaping is done 
first and removed before we 
get into the bath. The bath it­ 
self lasts for about 30 minutes. 
Old and middle-age women or 
young girls — we become 
friends As soon as I get back 
home they will ask me whether 
I will be taking a bath.” 
Chako uses her washcloth for 
a stimulating massage. She 
holds it behind her neck, pull­ 
ing it across her shoulders and 
then massaging her body all 
the way. She can't understand 
why Americans use such tiny 
washcloths. 
"And our baths are always 
fragrant. We may get thirsty in 
the bath and we will peel an 
orange and discard the peel in 
the tub for a delicious scent as 
we eat the orange for refresh­ 
ment.”
